not before County Judge W. 
G. (Bill) Proctor got in some 
verbal blows against Judge 
McVeigh 
McVeigh, 
who 
w asn’t 
present due to his conducting 
court “under the trees” in 
M elissa 
Monday, 
was 
represented at the Monday 
by Nathan 
White Jr. of 
Plano, who found himself 
involved in somewhat of a 
mini-trial of McVeigh, with 
the defendant in absentia. 
After 
White 
repeated 
McVeigh’s request for 
a 
part-tim e clerk, P roctor 
called upon Constable Harry 
Callahan of Anna, who-it 
was 
revealed--had 
been 
requested by commissioners 
court to “keep an eye” on 


Judge McVeigh. 
In response to a question 
by Proctor, Callahan said 
that McVeigh spent less than 
five hours in his office during 
the previous week. 
Proctor then produced a 
traffic ticket, which sup­ 
posedly had been issued by 
Highway Patrolman Robert 
Collins at the intersection of 
Highway 75 and Stacey Rd. 
According to Proctor, the 
ticket instructed the violator 
to report to McVeigh’s court 
in Melissa, instead of Justice 
of the Peace Jack Cope’s 
court in McKinney. 
Proctor pointed out that 
the intersection of Hwy. 7b 
and Stacey Rd. is 7.4 miles 
from Cope’s court and 12.7 
miles from McVeigh’s court. 
After Proctor repeated his 
charge 
of 
“ conniving” 
against McVeigh last week, 
White 
interjected 
that 


Proctor was getting off the 
subject, which was whether 
or not McVeigh would get a 
part-time clerk-sim ilar to 
the one provided Cope last 
week. 
“ I’m gonna prove up here 
that there s some conniving 
going on, and this corn­ 
in issoners court should not 
be willing to allow conniving 
in this county,” Proctor shot 
back. 
White then asked Proctor 
if he also was leveling a 
charge 
of 
“ conniving” 
against patrolman Collins, 
since Collins had written a 
traffic ticket directing the 
violator 
to 
report 
to 
McVeigh’s court. 
“ I ’m reading you this 
ticket,” Proctor replied. 
“On 
the 
basis of 
one 
ticket,” White inquired. 
“There are other tickets,” 
Proctor 
answ ered, 
then 


changed the subject. 
A short time later, though, 
Proctor commented, " I’m 
telling you this . . . it’s about 
tim e the accusers w ere 
investigated.” 
He did not identify who the 
“accusers” are, or what the 
accusations consist of. 
White also commented on 
the situation by saying, 
“There is no conniving on 
this 
side 
of 
the 
com ­ 
missioners court. I don’t 
understand what you have 
against Judge McVeigh, but 
I question how he can handle 
as much work as another JP 
(Cope) and receive one-sixth 
the salary:” 
Proctor then criticized 
McVeigh for “calling” the 
Dallas news media in to 
witness his “court under the 
trees” in Melissa, where no 
courtroom is provided for 
jury trials. 


“ Is this your reason for 
wanting 
to 
deny 
his 
request,” White asked of 
Proctor. 
“That and about a hundred 
others,” was the reply. 
Then, on a motion by 
C o m m issio n er 
B ailey 
Dickerson, 
the 
com ­ 
m issioners court 
voted 
unanim ously 
to 
deny 
McVeigh his request for a 
part-time clerk. 


In other brief activity, the 
(Commissioners agreed to 
study a proposal for cour­ 
thouse janitorial sendees, 
and approved the renting of 
new offices for the Collin 
County Mental Health Clinic.

Signalization for the in­ 
tersection of US 75 and FM 
544 (15th Street) is nearing 
reality. 
Construction is to begin 
Monday 
morning on 
the 
$30,300 project, according to 
Hugh Ross, president of Big 
State Construction Com­ 
pany. Big State Construction 
was the low bidder on the 
complete system of actuated 
traffic signals which has 19 
different phases in its cycle. 
The project is not expected 
to be complete until later in 
the fall however, because of 
delivery delays on poles, 
Ross 
said. 
Delivery 
will 
possibly be delayed for 18 
weeks, but if the poles are 
delivered 
sooner, 
con­ 
struction can go ahead 
immediately, he said. 
“We will start our un­ 
derground work 
Monday-- 
foundation, drilling, conduits 


and ditching,” Ross con­ 
tinued. “This should take 
about two weeks and if the 
poles have arrived by that 
time, we can continue our 
work without interruption.” 


Project 
Superintendent 
Tommy Cox said the erec­ 
tion of the poles would take 
about two weeks and clean­ 
up operations and the in­ 
stallation of loop detectors 
would take an additional 
week. 


“ I don’t anticipate a lot of 
problems,” Cox said. 
“It 
should only take us one day 
to actually hang the poles 
and this will cause the only 
major traffic problem. We’ll 
try to close only one lane at a 
time and we’ll coordinate 
our work with the police 
department to insure that all 
possible safety precautions 
are taken.” 
Terrorists, War Tour Highlights 


Planoites Caught by Cypriot War, But Missed in Bombing

For at least two Planoites, 
the war in Cyprus was a lot 
closer than the six p.rn. news 
and while they came through 
unscathed, there were a few 
frightening moments. 
Paul and Cheryl Camarco 
of 
2721 
H unters 
Creek 
started their tour irt London, 
England where just 24 hours 
after they were in it, the 
Tower 
of 
London 
was 
bombed. 
They were in the company 
of an English woman whose 
father is a Commander in 
the Royal Navy He advised 
them not to continue the tour 
into Athens, however, when 
the tour group departed for 
Athens the Camarcos went 
along. 
There are several very 
beautiful 
islands 
between 
Athens and Cyprus and it 
was to one of these islands 
that the tour guide planned a 
two hour side trip. 
“ The 
island 
was 
so 
beautiful and so quiet we 
decided to spend the night 
there and pick up passage on 


another tour boat back to 
Athens the next morning,” 
they said. 
But the next morning the 
island was in chaos with 
reservists being called and 
people running here and 
there. 
“This turned out to be the 
scariest part of our trip,” 
C am arco said. This island 
had no American Embassy 
and only a tourist policeman 
who spoke no English.” 
As the tour boats came 
along only m ilitary and 
some 
civilians, 
but 
no 
tourists, were being allowed 
to go aboard. Finally, one 
did arrive that gave the 
people on board a pass to 
visit the island for a couple 
of hours and the only way 
they could get back on the 
ship was to show the pass. 
Camarco said he finally 
had the idea that if he could 
board the vessel and get a 
pass as he left then they 
would be able to go on board 
when the ship left, which is 
exactly what they did. 
“ I took some very good 
pictures of some of the 


military reservists leaving 
and I guess I shouldn’t have 
as I felt guilty at taking 
pictures 
of 
their 
grief 
because they were very 
unhappy and disturbed at 
the way things were going” 
Camarco said. 
When they reached Athens 
it was to find that the air­ 
ports had been closed, all 
buses and cabs confiscated 
for government use, most 
hotels being used to billet the 
military and armed guards 
everywhere. 
“They even had guards 


standing 
near 
fam ous 
statues,” Cheryl rem arked 
and when Paul started to 
take a picture of one of them 
he was restrained. 
The tour group eventually 
were put aboard a boat (it 
was really a car ferry) that 
was headed for Rome, Italy, 
which according to the now 
tired tourists, was so packed 
that people could only sit in 
deck chairs to rest and sleep. 
It took them 21 hours to get 
this far and some 48 hours 
from the time they left the 
small island. 


In Rome they ran into 
pretty much what they had 
b e e n 
e x p e r i e n c i n g 
previously except this time it 
was strikes. The teleDhone 


company was on strike and it 
took the Camarco’s hours to 
get a call back to the United 
States to let people know

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The 
latest 
outbreak 
of 
fighting on Cyprus points up 
once again the need for new 
m easures 
to 
elim inate 
friction between the Greeks 
and Turks. 
Some of the best brains at 
the United Nations presently 
are working on this problem. 
To find out along what lines 
they might be thinking, I had 
a talk with a veteran U.N. 
observer, Omar Sans-Serif. 
“ It now appears the U.N. 
will propose an arrangement 
similar to the one that has 
worked so well in Ireland — 
nam ely p a rtitio n ,” Sans- 
Serif observed. 
“If you remember your 
history lessons you will 
recall that when Ireland was 
all one country there was a 
great deal of tension bet­ 
ween 
Catholics 
and 
Protestants. 
“ That 
friction 
was 
eliminated by splitting the 
country into two parts — 
Northern 
Ireland with 
a 
Protestant majority and the 
Irish 
Republic 
with 
a 
Catholic majority. 
“Now the Irish get along 
together fam ously, living 
side by side in peace and 
brotherhood.” 
I nodded. “ It’s a heart­ 
warming story,” I said. 
“ E ssentially the sam e 
situation exists on Cyprus 
where there is constant 
ension between Christians 
and Moslems,” Sans-Serif 
observed. 
“If the island were parti­ 
tioned, creating a 
North 
Cyprus with 
a 
Moslem 
majority and a South Cyprus 
with a Christian majority, 
the Cypriots would soon be 
as harmonious as the Irish.” 
I nodded. “The U N. has 
an answer for everything,” I 
said. 
“Apart from religious dif­ 
ferences, the Cypriots have 
national identity differences 
that tend to clash,” Sans- 


Serif observed. 
“ Greek cypriots think of 
themselves as Greeks and 
Turkish Cypriots think of 
themselves as Turks. 
“ With partition. Turkish 
C ypriots 
would 
begin 
thinking of themselves as 
North Cypriots and Greek 
Cypriots would come to 
regard themselves as South 
Cypriots. 
“ It’s bound to bring them 
closer together. 
I nodded. “ It’s a beautiful 
prospect,” I said. 
“Look at 
the Koreans. 
They were continually at 
each other’s throats before 
the country was divided into 
North and South Korea,” 
Sans-Serif observed. 
“ Look at the Vietnamese. 


In landscaping your home

tenance,” Risinger pointed 
out. “ Mulches reduce weed

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Liberty Ships Sunk 


Final Mission Home for Fish 


MOREHEAD CITY, N C. 
(UPI) 
— 
More 
than 
30 
Liberty ships which sailed 
the submarine infested seas 
of World War II are being 
pulled out of mothballs this 
year and sunk, to serve their 
final mission as a home for 
fish. 
The sunken ships form the 
core of artificial reefs. The 
theory is that the reefs at­ 
tract fish, the fish attract 
fishermen and the fishermen 
will bring more money into 
the 
coastal 
tourist 
economies. 
One of the first vessels 
sunk under the program was 
the USS Theodore Parker, 
dynam ited by a M arine 
Corps demolition squad in 
June and now resting on the 
bottom in 55 feet of water 
3,800 
yards 
off 
nearby 
Atlantic Beach. 
“The fishing is already 
better,” said Morehead City 
fisherm an David W illis, 
aware that the Parker’s reef 
is still incomplete. Officials 
are now dumping old tires, 
concrete blocks and other 
scrap around the 31-year-old 
Liberty ship. 
Dick Stone of the National 
M arine F isheries Service 
office at Beaufort, N.C. said 
the use of Liberty ships 
creates a “ high-profile” 
reef, while adding in the 
other scrap provides a “low- 
profile” section as well. 
“With a Liberty ship as the 
nucleus, we can make a reef 
that will be used by two 
types of fish,” Stone said. 
The 
high-profile 
reef, 
meaning the ships are tall 
enough 
to 
provide 
fish 
shelter close to the surface, 
a ttra c ts 
fish 
such 
as 
m ackerel, 
bluefish 
and 
amberjack. The low-profile 
section draws fish off the 
bottom— feeding varieties 
such as sea bass and porgies. 
Stone said the reefs con­ 
centrate fish in one area and 
increase 
the 
overall 
population 
of 
fish 
by 
providing m ore suitable 
habitat. Because of the in­ 
creased population, com ­ 
m ercial 
fisherm en 
also 
benefit from the program, 
though it is designed with 
sport fishing in mind. 
Willis says the Liberty 
ship reefs, located fairly 
close to shore, provide sport 
for 
fisherm en 
who 
are 
limited to small boats. 
“They’re close enough in 
that a small boat, 14 or 15 
feet, can get to them to fish,” 
he said. “ Before you had to 
go seven or eight or ten miles 
out and you just can’t do that 
with the 12 to 15 foot stuff. 
“Before, the people with 
small boats had to fish on the 
flats and the sandy beach 
areas where there’s nothing 
to hold the fish,” he said. 
“These Liberty ships will 
stop most every kind of 
fish.” 
The idea of sinking old 
Liberty ships, turned out by 
the hundreds during World 
War II to send supplies to 
Allied arm ies in Europe and 
the Pacific, apparently was 
first conceived in the late 
1960s, though no one seems 
certain who thought of it 
first. 
Stone, involved in reef- 
building projects for close to 
a decade, says he had 
thought of using 
Liberty 
ships while working in New 
Jersey but failed in efforts to 
obtain 
ships 
for 
reef- 
building.

Pets Require 
Proper Care

Unless your dog is suf­ 
fering 
from 
a 
specific 
ailment identified by your 
veterinarian, it is generally 
accepted that he or she will 
benefit from an occasional 
bath. 
Veterinarians 
are 
often 
asked now “ o ccasional” 
should that bath be? 
The answer is that the 
average dog should have a 
bath about every eight 
weeks. Puppies norm ally 
should not be put in a tub 
until they are at least five or 
six months old. 
To prepare your puppy for 
his first bath, plug cotton 
loosely into his ears, and 
place a 
sm all 
drop 
of 
mineral oil or a similar 
emulsion into each eye. 
When your dog learns to 
cooperate and does not put 
up a fuss while bathing, 
these first steps can 
be 
skipped. But, if he resists 
and is hard to handle his 
eyes and ears should be 
protected from soapy water 
or he’ll fight harder the next 
time. 
Puppies are subject 
to 
upper respiratory ailments 
and get a chill quickly when 
wet. So be sure the room is 
dry and the water com­ 
fortably warm. A mild soap 
should be used. 
Stand your dog in water up 
to the middle of his legs, 
leaving plenty of free space 
underneath 
for 
hand 
scrubbing. 
Wet 
him 
all 
over 
thoroughly 
but gently 
to 
avoid fright. Using a wash­ 
cloth, go over his face with 
clear water. Then, beginning 
from the top of his head, 
soap him down well-over his 
neck, back and around the 
tail. Generously soap his 
underbody, legs and feet, 
giving special attention to 
the undersides of his legs, 
the base of his tail and 
between his toes. 
Using 
your 
fingers, 
thoroughly m assage the 


soap into his coat so that it 
reach es the skin. Rinse 
quickly, then soap again. 
It is important to rinse the 
coat thoroughly, for even a 
small amount of soap left to 
dry in his hair can cause 
dandruff and scratching. A 
few drops of vinegar added 
to your rinse water helps to 
remove the soap. 
Lift your dog out of the tub 
and dry him with a turkish 
towel or chamois. It takes a 
lot of time to dry a heavy 
coat well, so go slowly. 
Do not brush or comb the 
coat when it is wet; rub it 
with a towel or fluff it with 
an electric dryer. 
Be absolutely sure your 
dog is dry before letting him 
go outdoors. In the winter or 
in 
unseasonably 
cold 
weather, shut your dog up in 
a warm, draft-free room for 
a couple of hours. Although 
the dog’s coat may seem dry 
on the surface, check un­ 
derneath for dampness. 


Yes, you may use com­ 
m ercially 
prepared 
dry 
shampoos to clean your dog. 
This kind of cleansing can 
prove 
to 
be 
especially 
helpful during the cold 
winter months and can keep 
down “doggy odors” without 
the fuss of a bath. A check 
with your local veterinarian 
before purchasing a product 
is wise. 


Although there are dogs 
that battle their way through 
each washing - sometimes 
requiring the assistance of 
two or more family m em­ 
bers - for the most part, fear 
of bathing is unnecessary 
and can be avoided if it is 
handled firmly but gently. 
The manner in which you 
give your dog his first few 
baths will have a lot to do 
with making your dog like 
them. And, once he does, it 
will save vou time 
and 
trouble. 
(Dr. Minior regrets that he

IRS Holding 
Tax Checks 


More 
than 
18,500 un­ 
delivered income tax refund 
checks a re w aiting 
for 
Texans to claim, the Internal 
Revenue Service says. The 
number grows annually and 
of that figure, 8,003 are from 
this year’s crop of returns. 
The most common reason 
for an undelivered check, A. 
W. McCanless, IRS district 
director for North Texas 
explained is that the tax­ 
payer moves and leaves no 
forwarding address with the 
U. S. Postal Service. The 
director said that a taxpayer 
who is due a refund from 
either 1972 or 1973 tax years 
should call IRS if he has not 
already recently contacted 
the service on this subject. 
In a case where the tax­ 
payer suspects that his 
check may have been lost or 
stolen, the director urged the 
person to telephone IRS as 
soon as possible so that 
action can be taken to trace 
the missing check. 
McCanless stressed that in 
all refund inquiries to the 
IRS, the taxpayer should 
provide the name and ad­ 
dress as it appeared on the 
return, the actual name and 
address if different, the 
social security numbers, and 
the type of form filed.

Calcium, one of the body’s 
most essential minerals, is 
often 
one 
of the 
most 
ignored, according to one 
authority. 
“ This 
m ineral 
is 
necessary for healthy bones 
and te e th ,” Mrs. 
M ary 
Sweeten, foods and nutrition 
s p e c i a l i s t , 
T e x a s 
A gricultural 
Extension 
Service, The Texas A&M 
University Ssytem, said. 
“ People need this im ­ 
portant mineral all their 
lives-not just during the 
growing years-to prevent 
the 
‘d e m in e ra liz a tio n 
process.’ 
“ One problem caused by 
demineralization is a con­ 
dition 
known 
as 
osteoporosis. This clinical 
disorder is characterized by 
a decrease in the total bone 
mass without any known 
change in the chem ical 
com position,” 
she 
ex­ 
plained. 
The disease is widespread- 
-particularly during middle 
and old age--in both men and 
women. 
Causes of osteoporosis are 
complex, but the lack of 
calcium in the diet and the 
length of lack of calcium in 
the body play vital roles in 
determining the onset of the 
disease, she said. 
The best source of calcium 
is milk and milk products. 
They provide three-fourths 
of the calcium present in 
foods. 
Other sources of calcium - 
dried fruit, dark green leafy 
vegetables, 
molasses 
and 
dried beans-are eaten in 
such small quantities that it 
is im possible to obtain 
enough calcium from those 
sources alo n e,” she ex­ 
plained. 
Two cups of milk a day will 
fulfill 
an 
ad u lt’s 
daily 
requirem ent of the mineral, 
the specialist said. 
“Taking mineral calcium 
supplem ents is the only 
other way to m eet the 
recom m ended am ount of 
calcium 
needed,” 
she 
concluded.

“ I think the post mortem 
will probably show that she 
died as a result of choking on 
a sandwich while lying in 
bed and inhaling her own 
vomit,” he said.
